Sidney B. Veit Says Battle 
field One Of Three Great­ 
est In The World. 


Sidney B. Veit, of New York, 
president 
of 
the 
Paris, 
Prance, 
Chapter of the National Aeranautic 
association, 
declared 
the 
Gettys­ 
burg battlefield one of the three 
greatest in the world, after a tour 
of the shrine this morning. 
“I had visited the battlefields of 
Waterloo, the Marne and others. 
I 
considered Waterloo and the Marne 
two of the greatest. 
I had often 
heard of Gettysburg, but had never 
had the opportunity to visit- here 
until this morning. 
I think it is 
one of the most beautiful in the 
world and I regret that it is not 
more generally known. 
Gettysburg 
can be listed among the three great­ 
est battlefields rn the world.’* Mr 
Veit told a reporter for The Times. 
Mr. Veit was chairman of the 
Foreign Service committee of the 
Aeronautics Club of America during 
the world war. 
Although a native 
of America he has been a resident 
oi Paris for 38 years. 
He is a stu­ 
dent of history and is well versed 
in world history. 
During the world war he was ac­ 
tively engaged in various enterprises 
with the allied armies and rendered 
distinguished service. 
He crossed the Atlantic ocean 64 
times and has toured the most im­ 
portant world centers. 
Mr. Veit came to Gettysburg Sun­ 
day. He is concluding an extended 
visit that has taken him to the 
West Indies, Panama, Cuba and 
throughout the south.
